Transcripts 
of  previous  educational  records  are  not  required,  but  graduation  from  high  school,  or  the  equivalent,  is 
the  general  prerequisite  for  all  courses.  The  more  advanced  courses  have  specific  prerequisites,  which 
are  listed  in  the  course  descriptions  contained  in  the  Catalog. 

To  Agencies  and  Students  attending  under  Government  Employees  Training  Act  (Public  Law  85-507)  : 
The  Agency  Authorization  Form  must  be  accompanied  by  our  registration  form.  Both  must  be  sub- 
mitted before  registration  is  completed.  Students  should  make  arrangements  with  training  offices  well 
in  advance  of  registration  week. 

Training  Officers : You  may  contract  with  us  for  evening  and  Saturday  classes  at  your  location  as 
follows  :

Academic  Credit:  Any  student  wishing  to  receive  credit  elsewhere  for  Graduate  School  courses  should 
consult  in  advance  with  the  college  or  university  in  which  he  plans  to  take  a degree. 

Transcripts:  Transcripts  are  issued  upon  written  request.  There  is  a charge  of  $2.00  per  copy.  NO 
TRANSCRIPTS  ARE  ISSUED  DURING  REGISTRATION. 

Counseling:  Members  of  the  Graduate  School  staff  are  on  hand  for  counseling  before  and  during  the 
registration  period. 

Fees : The  charge  for  tuition  is  in  general  $22  for  each  credit  hour,  payable  at  the  time  of  registration. 
However,  arrangements  may  be  made  to  pay  one-half  of  the  tuition  at  that  time.  The  second  payment 
is  due  by  February  23.  IF  PAYMENT  IS  MADE  IN  FULL  AT  THE  TIME  OF  REGISTRATION, 
THERE  IS  A $2.00  DISCOUNT  FOR  EACH  CREDIT  HOUR.  HOWEVER,  WHEN  BILLING  IS 
NECESSARY,  THE  DISCOUNT  IS  NOT  APPLICABLE. 

Late  Registrations:  Late  registrations  will  be  accepted  Monday,  January  15  through  Friday,  January 
19,  with  permission  of  the  Registrar’s  Office,  but  only  if  space  permits.  There  is  a $2.00  charge 
per  course  for  late  registrations. 

Course  Transfers : Until  February  3,  students  may  transfer  from  one  course  to  another  without  extra 
charge,  but  only  if  space  permits.  After  that  date,  there  is  a transfer  fee  of  $1.00  per  course.  Transfers 
may  be  made  only  with  the  permission  of  the  Registrar’s  Office. 

Veterans : A veteran  eligible  for  training  under  the  Veterans  Readjustment  Benefits  Act  of  1966  (Public 
Law  89-358)  should  consult  the  Registrar’s  Office  well  in  advance  of  registration  so  that  approval  can 
be  obtained  from  the  Veterans  Administration.  In  order  to  receive  benefits,  you  must  notify  the 
Registrar’s  Office  each  semester  you  enroll  and  whenever  you  change  courses.
